ANOTHER CONGRESSMAN BREAKS IN. 

Washinglon. D. January 31. — If a hill intro- 
diiceil in the house by Representative Acheson, of 
Pennsylvania, becomes a law, there will probably 
lie no spring meeting on the Beiining track this 
vear. The bill provides that any corporation or 
company which permits 'gambling, lietting or liook- 
inaking mi its' premises, shall be liable to a fine of 
from jp.'iOo to $l,()0f> for each offense, with a term 
of imprisunment of frmii thirty to ninety days for 
the responsible officials of the corporation. 



Not long ago Daily Racing Form published a 
abiilation of tlie winnings of horses trained by 
folm Porter in the course of his long and distin- 
tuislied career in England. Porter has retired from 
.raining, hut no imnn in Englaml is more In the 
iiiblic eye ur more esteemed. Reviewing his great 
•arcer as a trainer **VlgiIant’’ of London S'portsinan 
interestingly says: 

“When .Tohn Porter was appointed private trainer 
to the late Sir Joseph Haw’ley, in succession to 
Manning, in 1S0.3, the Kiug.«iclere establishment was, 
.o say the least, primitive. The residenee was little 
•nore than a eotfage. tlie staliles snug hut unpreten- 
tious. I,ong before lie retired from the profession 
■|e for so many year.s adorned all had been changeil. 
The cottage had grown into a m.ansion, the stables 
lad lieen reidaced liy new’ and up-to-date lioxes 
mil stalls, and the snrronmling gronnd.s liad Iieen 
•iiltivatnl into a horticultural paradise. S’ir Joseph 
'Tawley was nndontitedly one of the cleverest men 
vlio ever adopted the turf as a hobby, and altliougb 
M‘ never had a long string in training he bad many 
jtiHid horses, and won many of the principal race». 
8o far as Porter’s nssoi'iation with him was <*on- 
•erneil. the most remarkable .sea.son was that which 
introduced the three two-year-olds. Blue Gow’n, 
'tosicnician and (IriHui Sleeve, which were all of the 
irst class and of wHch the first named eventually 
•von a somewhat sensational Derby, eimcerning the 
settling over whidi Me.ssrs. Steel and Peach could 
ell a* startling tale of bad treatment, for which, 
low’cver. the owner was ill no way responsible, 
luring tlie eleven years of their alliance Porter 
rained, inclii.sive of Pero Gmnez, which won the §t. 
'veger, fifty-nine winners of 126 races, \yorth 
>.363.5.‘ir», for Sir Joseph, and many huge coups were 
.iiaded. hut Blue Gown’s Derby was not one of them, 
in due course Mr. T. E. Walker, Mr. F. Gretton. 
Mr. John Gretton, Mr. Broderick Cloete, Sir Fred- 
?rick Johnstone and Lord Alington — in partnership — 
I,OTd Portsmouth, and the Duke of Westminster 
lecame patrons of the stable, and from 1886 to 
1891 .loliD Porter had the honmr of training for 
HLs .Majesty, then H. R. H. the Prince of VJ’ales. 
.VnmeroiKs good horses came under his charge, as, 
for example. Mr. F. (Jret ton’s Isonomy, one of the 
liest stayers of all time, and Pageant, while for 
i..ord Stamford lie prepared a^winner of the Oaks in 
Geheininiss. for Sir Fi*ederiidc Johnstone and Lord 
.\lington sneh elassic celebrities as St. Blaise. 
UiHuiuiat, Tlirostlo, and possibly even a lietter 
than any of these in the iinriH*tuuate Friar’s Bal- 
sam. and for Mr. B. Uloide. Paradox. BanSn de 
flirsch had but a limited tinmber of horses at Kings 
•lere. blit La Flecho was a host in herself. 

”It wa.s, how’ever, for tlie late Duke of West- 
minster that the retired veteran achieved his great 
est sucevss, for in the first year of that coimec 
lion, Shotovor won the Two Thousand Guineas anil 
l>erl»y, and in 1885 Farewell scored in the One 
Thousand Guineas. 'Tlie following year w’ill always 
bo famous in the annals of turf history as that 
of the mighty Ormonde, wliieh won the Guineas. 
IVerby and St. Leger in turn nniT in fact was never 
beaten in public, though it is on record that he 
once had to play seioud fiddle when Kendal de- 
fealiHl liim in a home trial. Another triple-crowned 
hero which carried the popular yellow and black 
•ap was Flying Fox in 1S!»9, and in the cusuing 
spring, after Hie lamented death of his princely 

owner and breeder, the son of Ornie and Vampire 
w’as sold for the unprecedented price of $187, .500. 

.iiid forthwith smit to Franee. Porter h.aving wisely 
declined the responsibility of training him to w’in 
the Ascot tiolii Cup. 

”A curious incident in connection with that mem- 
urablc sale was recently related to me. It appears 
that tile late Sir Blundell Maiile and M. Blanc 
tossiil for the choice to lud, and the spin of tiie 
(*c»in having turned in favor of the latter, be out- 
stayed all Ollier o|q>i>sitiou and got liim at tin* 

figure named. Had not that agreement been made 
bctw’een tliem, there is no telling what sum wonhl 
liave been required to buy ‘the Fox,’ for both were 
determiiual buyers when tlieir fam-y w\as touched. 

”.8trange to relafe, the Duke of Westminster 
never won the thiks, though Sho lover doubtless 
would ha VI* done so had not her stable companion. 
Geheininiss. been so much her supei;ior that she 

stood di wn in iier favor in 1882. 'That w’as a year 
remarkable for the superiority of fillies over the 
colts, and all the classic races fell to animals of 
that sex, St. Marguerite having made up the 
series in the One Thousand Guineas. It had almost 
escaped me to mention that Sainfoin, having been 
purchased from bis joint owners, tlie late Sir Rob- 
ert Jurdiqe and John Porter, .shortly previous, w’on 
for the late Sir Janies Miller the Derby, which 
fell to the share of Kiugsclere no few’er than seven 
times. To these were added five victories in the 
Two Tlioiisaiul Guineas, two in the One 'Thousand, 
throe in tlie Oaks, and six In the St. Leger, so 
that John I’orter’s classic record must be admittiHl 
something to be proud of. Moreover, as regards 
the Blue Riband. Pero Gomez and Paradox, which 
were resiiectivoly iieaten by I’retendei* and .Melton, 
would hot)] have won in one stride past the post 
instead of having been lieaten by the narrow margin 
of a head. 

“In addition to the great races almve detailetl, 
Kingselere can Imast four winners of the Ascot 
Gold ('up in Blue Gown. Isonomy (twice), and 
William the Third, two w’inners of the Princess of

-Mack, which, but for being haiidicaiiped during bis 
wlw>le career almost witli the worst of underpinning, 
would probably Imve developed into a turf star of 
?reat niagnitnde. 

It is .said that lioth of these animals will eventii- 
!illy be sent to swell the already miinerically strong 
i-ollection- of tiiorongiibreil stallions under control 
of the recently organized state institution. 

From a racing standpoint the feature of the aftei;- 
nomTs program was the fourth t*ace at a mile, in 
which an octette of giKxl performers were engaged.
